* FPonthe late Reſolutions in Partiament con- 
ccrning the taking away of Free-Quarter, and 
disbanding ſupernumeraries, we find divers things 
which require a further conſideration, in order to the 
more ſecure and cff<uall diſpatch of that worke, 
wherein we ſhall ſhortly offer our humble. Adviſc 
and defites. 7 

Bur ar preſent we find an- immediate neceſſity, to- 
rake notice of what hath paſt on Tueſday laſt the 2 r. 
inſtar, in an Ordinance prepared for the bringing in 
of ſis moneths Arrearcs of Aſeſſement by the 15. of 
January next ; and for the taking away of Free Quar- 
ter thereupon: wherein we obſerve, 

1. It is provided and ordained; That no officer.or 
Sould:er, ſhall enter into the. Houſe of- any perſon or per- 
| - ſons who ſhall duly pay their Aſſeſſement, without his con- 
ſent, except lunes, Tavernes, FViitualling-Honſes or 
Ale-Houſes. 

2. Nor ſhall take away Vittualls, or other proviſions 7 
bor(e, 


 fattiongivento him for the ſame. | 
As to the fiiſt of theſe, wee muſt defire the Houſes 
-to conſider, That if the Souldicry muſt nor have fo }. * 
much as Lodging or Stable room, bur at Innes and 
Ale-Houſes without the owners conſent : it will 
follow.,. | 

1. That is like to fall out oft-times, and in many 
Townes, that there will be more Men or Horſe to 


Quarter, then the Innes, or Ale-Houfes have roome 
for. 


2. That Souldiers muſt cither pay for 
their vituall and horſe meat at fuch rates 
as the Innes where they quarter will reckon, 
as to other grieſts, or elſe give large latisfaCti- 
onto the Inne-keeper for their lodging and: 
Rable-roome,, lo. as they may: have liberty 
te.take their vituall and horſemeat at other 
places where they can agree for it cheaper; 
otherwiſe an Inne-keeper where the lod- 
ging er ſtable-roome: is taken. up by Soul- 
diers,, will loſe the whole beneftt of chis: 
Inne, which 1s his livelihood : And if the 
ſouldier cither muſt pay the Inne-keeper at 
the rates of other gueſts, or ſarisfie him for 
bis lodging and. ſtable-roome- ar ſuch rates 
as to ' countervaile his ordinaric gaine,

* Hwſeor Mon, without conſent of the owner, and the ſaic- 


pay, nor ſcarce the double of it, would 
- Not ſarisfieat ſuch rates, and unleſle either 
the pay, or way, of Quarter bee ſuch , as 
that the Souldier-may above the charge of 
his vi&tuall or Horſe-meart, ſave ſomethins 
for other uſes, wee believe few Souldiers 
will bee found to ſerve, that intend to be 
honeſt. 

And we feare the Souldiery that ſhall 
cenſider the conſequences of thele limitati- 
tions of Quarter, may be too apt to miſ- 
underſtand ir, as if thoſe that ſhall nor have 
the benefit of disbanding now as Supernu- 
meraries, ſhould be left ro be w—_ theft 
disbanded, evento be necelsitated ro a ſud- 
den diffoulucion, wichout any benefitof Con+ 
ditions ar all. 

For our parts, if ic be found that the ſafe- 
ty and quiet of the Kingdome will admit it, 
we {hall be as readie to disband all as any : 
bur whileſt the Parliament fiads cauſe to 
continue any Forces inthe Kingdome, wee 
muſt earneſtly deſire, they may have that al-
